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REATURES, which by Nature are 


overftock'd with Poifon, muft difgorge it 


one way or other: Bur to borrow and fuck « 


in Poifon, in order to diftharge it where 
it may do the moft Mifchief, thews a Ma- 
lice truly Inhuman and Devilifh. This is the Temper 
of the Faction that now reigneth, and ever will reign 
whilft they are only kept under. Not content with that 
yaft Fund of Clamours and Caluinnies, with which the 
Richnefs of their Imagination might fupply them, they 
have glean’d together all the wicked Sayings and idle 
Dreams of sheit Forefithers ; being not fauisfied with 
treading in their Steps, unlefs they talk in their very 
language, and Eccho the fame Notes of Sedition. 
Thofe People, who were born fince the Revolution, or 
who areapt to date, not only our Conftitution, but 
all their own Principles and Maxims in Policy, trom 
that finglee4ra, may perhaps imagine, that this is the 
Golden Age, thefe the refined Times of Wig that 
the Improvements and Reformation of the Par'y, are 
now at the height; all their Secrets and Difcoveries 
come to Light; that now is the Time for their M:chia- 
vils and ftrong Reafoners, efpecially in the Pamphler 
way; hence thofe furprizing Novelties, and that fine 
Method of arguing, which is to be met wich in their 
s, Replies, Vindications, and other daily Labours: 
So that tho’ they have loft the Power, yet the Right is 
with them : t hey are not Silenced, but Outvoted. 
And thus.I have heard fome of their raw thallow Imps 
giving an Account of their prefent Proceedings, much 
10 the Advantage of the Party. But in reallity, fo far 
is this Charaéter from being Juft, that all their Bufinefs 
is to rake together and repeat the dull ftale Stuff and 
argon of the Year 1681, when Whygi/m was (if pof- 
ible) more Rampant than now. laitead of Canting 
by the Spirit of Sedition, they really hold forth atter a 
Form, and are a Schifm within a Schifm. Their Caxfe 
is nothing elfe but the Refufe and Extract of the Libels 
of thar Age. Only I muft obferve, in Favour of the 
dead Whigs, that they wrote with more Cunning and 
Spirit than their Heirs and Executors. And indeed, it 
the prefent Generation had made as Wife a Rcforma- 
tion of the Principles of Figh:y One, as thofe of Eighty 
One did of the Principles of F:v:y One, all might have 
been well, and the Year Eighty Nine had pafled over our 
Heads with Calninefs and Serenity. Bur the Farhers 
mean’d fomething like Publick Good ; whilft the Chil- 
dren are fo fond of Roet and Branch, that though the 
Church of England faved them at that Time, they can- 
not help keeping up a violent Quarrel to her ever 
‘nee. 

To fix this Chara@er upon the Whigs, 1 fhill have 
recourfe to a Book lately republith'd in Tao Volumes, 
entitled, Heraclitus Ridens; which the Arch Editor 
gave us for this very paras to expofe the Ficlion, by 
thewing them, that there is nothing New in all their 


to @ilate Apologies. A few Queftions will foon convince 
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us of this Truth; That the fame Anfwers and Replies 
hich were made to them then, will ferve now ; al- 
oft in every part of their Conduét. And if this Au- 
hor could at that time be fo merry with them, we 
ave little Reafon to be ferious now, fince they are be- 
ome incapable of Reproof, and have only put on the 
Fiel’s-Cap, which their Anceftors bequeath d them. 
Heraclitus favs: * When Starefmen fee themfelves 
going out of Favour, they immediately fee Popery 
and Arbitrary Power coming in, tho’ while they flood 
at the Helm, they eould fe no fuch Matter. 
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He asks ; § Wherher Arbitrary Government praftis’d 
by the lare Rump, was riot baited with Liberty and 
Property, the better to take with the People ? And, 
Whether it is not worth the while fot the Worthy 
and Wealthy Citizens of London, to look over their’ 
old Balancesof Accompts, and to fee whar vaft Sums 
of Money Wiite borrowed of them upon the Publick 

Faith, by thofe two State-Brokers, Fears and Fealon- 
fies, before they truft them again ? 

He makes another .Quere; * Whether that Country 
Fellow was not feurvily cheated, who was twice 

drawn through the fame Horfepool with a Cat and 

Cart-rope ? And another ; * Whether they who now 

take the infolent Liberty to make a Property of his 
Grace the D. of Monmouth, do not intend to ferve 
him as they did Liberty and Property in the late Re- 
bellious Reformation ? 

He afflures us, * The late Commonwealth Reform- 
tion, which hunted the King and the Church down, 
with thefe two counterfeit Beagles of Liberty and 
Property, kepe the true ones in Chains. The Liberty 
of the Subject dwele in the Tower, the Fieet, and in 
all the Goals in England ; and Property kept her 
Court at Gwildball, attended by Thimbles, Bodkins, 

and Spoons, as her inferior menial Servants ; and 
Tankards, Candlefticks, Bafons, Salvers, Flaggons, 
and Difhes of the higher Ranks and Orders; a {plert 
did Court] promifé you. She kept a Guard of Train- 
Bands, Volunteers, Standing Armies, Garrifons and 
Navies, for her Security agauft Arbirrary Govern- 
ment, fo fhe did; and to preferve the Subjeéts from 
Grievances and Illegal Taxations, under which they 
had long groan’d, fhe took away Ship-money, and 
laid on the eafy Burthen of Contributions, Fifth and 
Twentieth- part Affeffments, Weekly, Monthly, Year- 
ly, and the fmall Impofition of Excife ; and put the 
People to no trouble to pay them, but fent abroad 
Bathaws, Major Generals, Committees, Sequeftrators, 
and the inferior Janizaries, to gather in her Fee farm 
and Quit-rents among the Copy-holders; that held 
their Lands and Livings in Czpire of her; and here 
was brave Property and Liberty indeed. 

He tells us, there were then ¢ A Pack of Fa@ious 
fcribling Pamphleteers, who could not be content to 
leave the Matter of Succeffion to thofe whom it did 
concern, but they muft be Scates-men an’t fhall pleafe 
you, and appoint Succeflors to Kingdoms ; and every 
Man that is not as mad and infolent as they are, is 
prefently to be branded for fetting up a Popifh Suc- 
ceffor ; as if the Defliny of Princes, and the difpofil 
of Crowns, depended upon the Breath of thefe littie 
Infeéts and Vermin of Mortality ! 

The Faétion, tho’ at that time reduced to a Miro- 
rity, * Take upon them, by a Figure of a Part f>r 
the Whole, to be the true Reprefentatives of the Free- 
born Englifb, and to get their Refentments and In- 
dignation call’d the Vox Parris. 

He Queries. ‘ Whether the Papi?s are not the 
Wholefale Merchants of all the Seditious, Scandalous 
Libels againft the King, the Government, the Church, 
the Loyal Nobility, Gentry and Commons ; and the 
Wags the Retailers and Petty-Chapmen; and whether 
the Receivers be not as bad as the Thief > 

He talks of a Fundamental Contraét and Original 


Agreement. And of an approv’d Method of Sedition ; 
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By removing his Majefty’s Friends under the Notion 
of Evil Connjellors, and saking the Wie: into their Pla- 


| ces of Honour, Tr4?, Profi and Puper. He mentions 
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the People: The radical Origin of Government. That 
Rings are of Mens Creation, and only the Peoples 
rujtees. 


He makes ita Refolution among the Ways; ‘* That 
be efteemed Lawful, either in Print, orby Word 
rhe: th, provided it may blaft the Reputation of 
the Tories,
